A Description of tba Methods ^in Use Ref^ 


latlng the Sal* of Qr»ln and Provision*. 
The roador undorstaads that tlu 


dealers in groin and provision markets 
or Hoard of Trade in Chicago, tin 
"Produce Exchange" of^cw York, 
and similar dealers at other centers ol 
trade, are, as in the Stock Exchange, 
divided Into two great classes. 
Whil< 


somn only buy and sell for others 01 
commission, many roako their cbicl 
business to buy and sell on future ox 
poutattons. 
As previously explained 


in tboso columns, there are ten Ic 
twenty times as many bushels of fffaiu 
barrels of pork, pounds of lard and ba 
con, bought and sold as is actually 
transferred in ownership. Brown be- 
lieves wheat for oxamplo will so higher, 
while Smith believes it will sink lower. 
Brown agrees lo take live thousand ot 
one hundred thousandjbushelsof No. S 
wheat, say in September, at ninety-ono 
cents, autl Smith jigruos to deliver it at 
that price, believing that it will ba 
lower and that he will bo able to 
buy it enough lower to inako a profit; 
\vbilo UroH'ii thinks i t - w i l l go higher 
and that ho can sell out his purchase 
at a profit.1 Margins of live cents a 
bushel are put up by each -party. 
II 


whi-ut gfoes up, Brown "calls on Smith 
for inoi'Q margins, to keep live- cents a 
bushel on deposit as security for fulfill 
ing the bargain; and on tlio other hand 
if llio prico declines, Smith asks lirown 
for more margins. 
If l.he rise and fall 


happens to be 30 groat that either party 
can uot supply the margins called for, 
lie goes to Uii3 wall, and his contract is 
thon *old out ut the Board, "under tlio 
rules.',' 


When the clay comes for fulfilling tlio 


COD tract, lirown does hot take any 
wheat, but he and Smith settle up by 
paying tho difference between the con- 
tract price and tho last price of that 
day at the Board of Trrule. I'rom tlio 
day tho contract is made, or as tho 
time of settlement anproaches, it is tho 
interest of Smith to depress prices, so 
thai ho can buy cheaply to lill his con- 
tnict. or have tho price luaile low for 
settlement, 
lie- is called a "bear;" the 


bear knocks things down with his 
paws. lie is also called a "short," be- 
cause ho is short of wheat he must do- 
liver. 
On tho contrary, Brown i.i 


anxious for prices to go higher, anil 
doci all he can to crown them up. Ho 
is called a "bull;'' tho bull tosses 
things up on his horns. 
He is also 


called a "long." He has in e/Tcct a lol 
of wheat on hand, or that ho has 
agreed to take at a certain time. II 
can be remembered then that a "bear" 
and a "short" is tho same; and a "bull" 
or a "long" moans the sumo. 


Now there are a multitude of sue): 


contracts rnado daily, and also a greal 
number of contracts expiring almost 
ovory day, but especially on ccWain 
settling days. 
These amount to scores 


of millions of bushels. 
So thero are 


constantly two parties, one of whom, 
tho "bulls," circulate all sorts of re- 
ports, Bue.h as that there is a shorl 
crop, that storms or bugs are injuring 
ii, otc., and thus try to %vork up pricey 
to (i high figure.

contrary, talk of great crops,

the bulls want,1- and try to circulate, 
rumors of growing crop reports, con. 
tradictions of crop damages, six hun- 
dred million bushel crops, peace every- 
whore, high consols, high freights, fine 
weather, no bugs, no hoppors, no rust, 
lots of hot wheat, financial panics, 
largo crops everywhere and a cessation 
of exports. Bulls want bugs, chinch- 
bugs, grasshoppers, rust, blight, rain, 
drought, heat, cold waves, fine cables, 
•low freights, war in Afghanistan or 
anywhere, more war, lower consols, 
more bugs, niorc tornadoes, 
moro 


earthquakes, etc., etc. 


A "corner" or "deal" is in thiswise. 


A few bulls with strong means, quietly 
buy up all the visible grain, say of corn 
or wheat, so secretly that no one out- 
side of tho clique has any- suspicion ol 
it. Then they as quietly pnt ont all 
tlie purchasing contracts they can get 
responsible parties 
to 
give 
thorn. 


When towards tho selling day, the 
bears begin to hunt up some wheat to 
deliver, they find that thero is none to 
be bought. 
The bulls keep shoving 


up prices, buying of each other al 
higher figures, and when iho final hour 
conies, sit}' as tho clock strikes two p. 
in. on August: .'51, the last linal fjuota- 
tion at the Board may be ten or twenty 
rents per bushel or mure, above tho 
normal price.

their contracts at tho Hoard prices, 
.vhicli oftmi involves a loss to them oi 
enormous sums, which is an equal gatD 
lo ilia bulls.—1'ruirlc fanner.

Emery A. Storrs, tbeominent (Jhi- 


oago lawyer, died siulilonly ou tint- 
urday morning at Ottawa, whore ho 
bad been for fome diiys ntlondng 
the term of tho ,Suj>r«uu> Court. 
JIo 


had been somewhat iiuliapoued for 
several days, bnt bail at no titue 
been confined to bis room, and his 
condition was not considered alarm- 
ing by his physician and friends. 
Death is supposed to havo resulted 
from paralysis of the heart. 


Mr. Storre was one of the greatest 


orators of this ago, and to hoar him 
at his best was a treat worth travel- 
ing far to enjoy. 
He was a great 


lawyer as well as a great orator, and 
bis services were always in demand, 
but It is to be regretted that his su- 
perb abilities and his matchless elo- 
quence were so often brought into 
requisition to subserve questionable 
ends—that he was always ready, for 
a fee, to prostitute his remarkable 
powers as an advocate to securing 
immunity for tljo most notorious 
criminals. 
According to tho popular 


idea, however, it is the province of 
the lawyer to engage in any worvico 
of this character which promised an 
adequate reward, but it will always 
be a source of regret that snob, omi • 
neut ability as that possessed by Mr. 
Storrs should not be ab!o to find full 
scope for its display and proper re- 
turn for its exorcise on behalf of 
right and justice, rather than as the 
defender and apologiHt fur crime. 
Nor does it require a very profound 
degree of philosophical roiiaouing 
to enable oue to account for cer- 
tain idiosynoraoies in Mr. Storrti' 
character, whereby ho suffered muoh 
in public esteem, since it would be 
nothing wonderful for 
? man'H own 


•enae of honor and integrity to be- 
come dulled by so frequent contact 
with those who have no sensibilities 
of that kind to trouble them.

shall say, now that he iH d«ad, that

Bow Xb.»jc Should Bo Fabricated, and th« 


Materials Used for Llnlnts, Etc. 


As a skirt oj some black 
fabric, 


either silk or mohair, 13 necessary un- 
der thin blnck dres.sos, some ladic; 
have this skirt take tho place : ol 
tbe foundation skirt which bus come te 
bo thought indlspeasiiMe in most oo» 
turacs. In that caiie the thin wool 
skirt rany be made almost as full suj I 
house-maid skirt, 
und very nearly 


round; tho back will consist of a full 
Htraight brondth of the double-width 
good*), iind each side of this is sowed 
n half breadth, whic'ii Ls straight at tin 
front,-but sloped narrower at the to[ 
in the back; between those is tho froul 
breacUti, as wido us those on the el<)«, 
but sloped on each 3id« toward thetop. 
The front of such a :?kirt nifty be sim- 
ply hemmed, but is made stronger by a 
lacine, and.on the outside is set a foot 
pleutFiig. 
FoldM of tho material cut 


bias or olso tucks three inches deep ex- 
tend around the skii t, the lowest drop- 
ping on and concealing the heading oj 
the foot-pleating. It Is a matter of ini 
dividual taste how !':.r up the trimming 
may extend, but half-way to the bell 
is a plan becoming to both short aud 
tall figure*, while aliovo in front there 
rnay bo an apron of many cross wriu- 
'klos, and at tho back is a sash drapery 
made by forming two de«p loops und 
two long ends of strips of tho material 
cut in two lengthwise and hemmed all 
around. For a more dressy skirt th« 
folds or tucks may bo only u faw in 
number around the «kirt, but extended 
to the bolt on tho lei't side.

deep over-skirt is tiion caught up to 
tfie hip on the left to show the panel ol 
trimming, and this over-skirt should 
also bo bordered with two or tlireo 
tucks or folds.

the 


front and sides, or else only one sidu 
may havo a panel of doubled pleats, 
and tho drapery ma}' begin very luwon 
that side and curve up to tho hips oppo- 
site.

The 
anuuro grenadines tvlth diaper ligiirea 
are more sorvicoabla. and the old-tlma 
canvas grenadines have again coma 
into fashion on account of tboir square 
nioshON. 
Planted llonnres that hnvo 


first benn tuckod ara used to trim tha 
front and sldos of grenadines; abova 
these is a fan over-skirt in lengthwise 
pluats, or e.lso a short apron or crossed 
scarfs, while the bajk of the silk foun- 
dation skirt i? covered from tho belt to 
tho foot by long breadths of tho grona- 
dliio hi'iiuiircl on three sitlo.s, tucked 
across the foot, am1, made boulmnt at 
top by pleats taken on each side and in 
a single luster In tlio middle.

shirred basque Is liked for grcnadlno 
waists, as it needs ao trimming other 
than a .series of small folds laid around 
tho high collar, with a tuckod and 
ploatod frill on the sJeovos, headed by 
similar folds.

An ICipert Who Ban Tried It unit Ilocomc 


"Serenely Satisfied." 


Wo have noticed going the rounds ol 


tho 
papers a 
recommendation to 


sprinkle upon hay, if hardly cured, aa 
it Is put Into the mow, air-slacked limo, 
claiming that the hay will be preserved 
in a frosh, groon state, that the lime is 
not objectionable lo cattle, or borsos, 
if it continues upon tho hay, etc. Now 
If any fanners think of adopting any 
such practice, our advice is, dorj t you 
do it. We tried it once, find as a speak 
or rrmarki'd, "became serenely satis- 
lied." 
It is MO now notion, and ourex- 


pcricnce is of (he pa.it. 


We ivero putting sumo hay into the 


mow that was mado hardly sufficient, 
ami having tear of rain, and a supply 
of air-slacked lirue, we decided to pre- 
serve our bay in its "rick grjon color" 
and "without mold or dust." 
Tbo 


litue was carefully sprinkled over tho 
haj' a1- it wa.i placed in tbe mow. 
In 


tho winter wo waited with souio anxie- 
ty or curiosity to know tho result. 
The hay was all right over the limed 
layer, wliirli we finally arrived at, and 
which was reco<rni/.od"withoiit dimcui- 
ty, but not of a liuo green appearance; 
it wa.s instead almost black, nud in 
piti'luiur it from the mow a dust' was 
rai.iud that was fearful to encounter; 
still our 
faith continued, until we 


placed some of the hay before our 
stock; they smelted of it, poked 
it 


aijout, but refused to taste a particle ol 
it. Tboy looked up at me tho same as 
to say, What bavo wo done, that wo 
should bo thus treated? We fe.lt guilty, 
nml went to work and removed that 
hay, 
using some for 
bedding and 


throwing 
tho 
remainder into tho 


yard for bedding during 
tha day- 


time. 
In the spring wo used it by 


plowing it upon a moist piece of lanci, 
whore it served a gcrod purpose in its 
mechanical effect upon tho soil. 
Tnat 


experience was sufficient for our use, 
and wh«n a little time since we saw the 
idea again started, wofelt like shouting 
so as to be heard f''om one end of the 
country to the other. Adopt some oth- 
er method than the use of limo iu at- 
tomptiup to cure your bay. — Qermati- 
town Ti.- ey/-<y>A.

A BOTTOMLESS ABYSS. 


West Vlritinla'it Great. Natural Curiosity— 


The Woodcr of Touristn :m<l Natives. 
There are many natural wonders in 


this oiit-of-lbe-world region and yester- 
day the monotony of camp life was 
varied by a visit to ono of them, the 
locality known far and wide through- 
out the South Branch country as the 
Iloll Hole. This is an uncouth name, 
but to vtBit the spot juatirics the title in 
tho mind of the beholder. This terrible 
abyss is on tlie North Fork, west ol 
Kitfuour, at the side of a little stream 
vvhic'u gurgles musically down the 
mountain 
and 
is to 
tho 
lowoi 


or 
left-hand 
side 
of 
tho 
road 


which 
load.s 
through 
the Harmar 


Hills. 
The. 
chasm, 
circular 
in 


shape, is about fifteen feet in diameter, 
almost perpendicular and is believed 
by tlie inhabitants near by to be bot- 
tomless. 
Jts .situation is at tho bottom 


of a deep, rocky gorge and the scenery 
is untis 'lly wild. Many attempts, to 
sound this" mysterious well by lines, 
some of them ono thousand foot in 
length, have been made in days past, 
but as yet without avail, and lignteii 
lanterns and torches lowered to r 
dopl.u of many hundred feet have re 
vealed naught but rough, irregular 
walls of solid rock. 
Provided with a 


stop watch, I dropped a heavy frag- 
ment of rock over the edge of this 
yawning gulf, and tho last faint sonnt! 
which came back lo my ear was at tho 
expiration of fourteen seoomls. From 
this, making due allowance for tho re- 
sistance of iho air, tbe transmission ol 
souad and the impediments to tho 
stone caused by tho uneven sides. I 
calculated a depth of throe thousand 
one hundred and fifty-two foot foul 
inches, presuming, of course, (hat tho 
last audible sound was caused by tho 
rocV striking the bottom. 


Tho people, who have for many yoprs 


rewarded this gigantic well with some- 
thing akin to awe, tell many stories ol 
it and the objects animate and In- 
anitmite. Including at least ono hu- 
man being, which havo been swal- 
lowed up in its insatiable maw. A 
line white pine tree, with a slender 
stem, straight as an arrow and ovei 
•0110 hundred feet high, stood on the 
i-tei-p slopn a few dozen yards from the 
mysiteriou.s bole. Two of Isaac Har- 
mar's sons concluded to venture uf 
and cut Iho tree for troughs. It fol 
with tlie top up hill, aud starting to 
plido, disappered bodily Into the Hoi 
Hole and wus lost to view, tho terror 
stricken young mon who peered cau 
tiously over tho odgo being unable to 
see tbe slightest trace of thctroo exccp 
a few bits of bark und brunches cling 
Ing here and there on tho jagged rooks 


But other and more serious accidont 


have occurred at tho Hell Hole. Abou 
ten years ago a partially blind peddler 
who wap making his way sooth alouj 
the north fork from Martinsburg t< 
White Sulphur Springs, dl.sappoaroc 
suddenly in this vicinity. 
A searcl 


wa.s 
uiado for him, and his trail finally 


struck and followed up to the vcrj 
brink of this fearful pit. 
The aupposi 


tiou is that in the dusk of the evening 
the old man walked to tho mouth o' 
the hole, all unconscious of danger, 
and stepped off, to fall to as yet un 
known depths. 


There Is also a legend current amonf 


the good people ot this portion ol 
Grant County that, away hack in tin 
early days of the century, when thn ret 
man had not long bien gone from tin 
North Fork Valley, thai a young girl 
disappointed and henrl-brokcn at tho 
courso of her lorer, hrul made her way 
to the month of Holl Hole and, do 
positing in a little plln on a flat rocli 
the few simple lovo tokens received ii 
happier times from her betrothed, hat 
loapod into tho fearful depths bet'oro 
her. 


On another occasion a vr.luablo horso 


fell Into tlio pit. and last winter a dog, 
while pursuing a rabbit, took the direc 
tion ot tho Hole, and, catching his proy 
on thn edge, lost liit, footing and both 
nnimnls were engulfed. 
Tourists bavo 


dropped tons of rocks into tho Ho 
Holes but it--- dark secrets aro still un^ 
revealed and probably will ever remain 
unknown, an object of mystery am 
wonder tu th» p:issing stranger and o 
terror to tho inhabitants of Ihe regioi 
in which it is situated— \r/icrlinfl
